Before the South Seventh cross- 
ing was cut down the company made 
a proposition, through Mr Needham, 
looking to tbe moving of the station, 
but it was swept away when the cross- 
ing matter was settled. 
Tap matter was taken up by council 
at a recent meeting and left in tt e 
[ hands of street committee for settle- 
ment. Solicitor McDowell prepared a 
proposition and submitted it to Super- 
intendent Tausig. He proposed that 
the station and scales be moved to tbe 
desired point on Cambridge street at 
the expense of tbo city, tbe company 
to furnish tbe plans and a competent 
man to superintend the work. Noth- 
ing has been heard from the proposi- 
tion which meeu tbe approval of a 
numoerof councilmen.

Result of Soufriere'c Eruption. 


Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, 


Sept. 9.—The sights in the windward 
district of the island resulting from 
the eruption of the Soufriere volcano 
on Sept. 3 arc very interesting.

know him in that way. 


"I told him when be was only 


eighteen years old that he'd sit In tbe 
White House some day. 
Sometiiing 


told me that he would, and you see It 
has tnrned out true. He used to laugh 
at me. He never wanted to be in pub- 
lic life then. 


"How did I come to meet Boosevelt? 


Well, It must be some twenty-five 
years ago that his cousins. Or. J. West 
Roosevelt and W. E. Koosevelt. the 
banker, used to come here (Baugor) to 
hunt in the fall. 
Once they told me 


that they were go'ns to invite a young 
relative of theirs up here. 


"They said his name was Teddy 


Rooaereit and that he was a college 
student. 
They cautioned me about 


him, saying be was a gritty, head- 
strong youngster, who bad more sand 
In his crop than he had strength, and 
they wanted me to take the best care 
Of M"> 


"Well, be came. He was a pale, 


rather delicate young man of about 
eighteen, but the toughest boy phys- 
ically and the greatest mentally that I 
ever met. He toot the greatest Inter- 
est In the woods and never complained 
of being tired, although I knew many 
a rime that he was hardly able to drag 
himself home after a long tramp. 


"That boy would never give up. He'd 


always take the biggest end of the 
stick, too, and many a time I was j 
afraid he'd collapse on me, bat be 
would cheer right ap and say be -was 
as fresh as a daisy. Talk about grit! 
He was all grit. 
i 


"He came year after year, and we ' 


went oot Into the woods. Among others, ' 
he met Bill Dow. the fairest and squar- ' 
est man that ever lived and the best 
shot In Aroostook county. We were 


the open threat that he w 
i shoot 


Colonel Roosevelt on sight. Itoosevelt 
was In New York at the time, but the 
day he got back to tbe ranch and beard 
what had been.going; on be mounted 
Wborse an3 hunted up Paddock, aud 
gald: 


"'I understand you have threatened 


q> kfll me on sight. 1 have come over to 
see when you want to begin the killing ! 
and to Inform you that If you have ' 
anything to say against ine now is the j 
time to say It/ 


-Paddock turned pale aod stuttered 


out something about it being all a mis 
take: that be bad never uiade any sue! 
threats. He made all sorts of apologies, 
aad then Roosevelt rode back to his 
ranch. The umt)u!s sent a letter say 
Ing that the colonel had influenced oue 
of the witnesses axalust him in the 
murder trial and declaring that be- 
tween geutletueii such differences coulc 
be settled in but one way. meaning, o 
course, by a duet Mr. Roosevelt said 
to me: 


-•BUI. m Just write to the marquis, 


saying that I have not done auytUiu; 
to injure him, but if his letter is uieani 
as a challenge aud he insists ijpou hav 
ing satisfaction I will meet him with 
rifles at ten paces, both to fire until one 
drops." 


••I was horrified and said that such 


a fight meant certain death for one or 
both, but I couldn't stop it. and the 
colonel sat down on a log aud wrote 
to De Mores, stating his terms of duel 
Ing. The answer came by next post 
that the marquis had no Intention ol 
challenging Roosevelt, that what be 
meant by bis letter was that 'differ- 
ences between gentlemen could be set- 
tled without trouble.' 


"The mart-jute acd his wife came over 


to our ranch the nest day and called 
upon Colonel Roosevelt, and always aft- 
er that were very friendly."

"When Roosevelt started ont on his 


new career, he didn't forget ns and 
asked BUI aad me to go oat to his 
ranch In Dafcota. 


"The ranch was located on the Little 


Missouri, about thirty miles from ile- 
dora. on the Northern Pacific. Medora 
was named after the wife of the Mar- 
qnis de. Mores, and the marquis owned 
the lands on both sides of tbe Roose- 
velt ranch. Two of our men. named 
Reflly and O'DonneU, were told by the 
marqnis that they were encroaching 
on his land. One day these two men 
were fired upon from ambush, ReJllj- 
being: tailed and O'DonneU crippled for 
life. The marqnis was arrested and 
tried for the mnrder of Rellly; but his 
money saved him from the gallows. 


"Soon after this Bill and I were noti- 


fied that If we didn't get east, where we 
belonged, onr bones would be found on 
the ranch, and the life of Roosevelt 
also was threatened. The De Mores 
crowd claimed that we were on their 
land. 


"A man named Paddock was De 


Mores' right hand man, and he made
